Contract For Pipe 


‘Given With Promise 


Of Early Delivery 


The Town purchased from the 
Armco people 13,000 feet of 16- 
inch, steel pipe, together with 
couplings and special fittings to 
are for the engular twists and 
turns made necessary by ditches 
ete., in the line to Lake Okee- 
chobee. 

The pipe is made of steel 
welded spirally and is in 40 
foot lengths. A special connec- 
tion is used to join each length 
o f pipe and thtentire inside 
of the pipe is coated with bitu- 
mastic while the outside is cover- 
ed with asbestos and the mix- 
ture of bitumastic material. The 
inside treatment is to prevent 
the coating caused by the settl- 
ing of salts on the inside, while 
the outside treatment is to pre- 
vent deterioration from acid con- 
ditions of the soil. 

It is claimed by the manufac- 
turers, and it sounds reasonable, 
that the steel pipe is much less 
costly to lay than cast iron. 
Cast iron pipe would necessitate 


some support, citater by laying| 


directly on the rock with proper 
supports over ditches, ete., while 
the steel is pliant and will bend 
with the contour of the land. 
‘The final figures for pipe and 
fittings was less than 5 per cent 
more than the estimated bid, 
which is well within the margin 
customarily allowed between es- 
tumates and finistied work by

This growing attitude is in a large measure the 
result of the helplessness many farmers feel under 
farm subsidy programs which are ostensibly to hold 
down the cost of living, but which, in reality, make 
the farmer depend on government as the costs of 

roduction advance, and the subsidies which the 

- farmer must accept in lieu of the true production 
price for hi scrops, are added to the growing tax bur- 
den of the nation. 

Farmers are smart enough to know that this pro-! 
cess is but a makeshift, and that sooner or later it 
will leave them high and dry, or else they will beeome 
merely far mtenants of the government with their 
inconie entirely subject to political manipulation.
